There is a philatelic clerk window at the Main Pest 
Office which is open from 2:00, pm tO 5:00 pm Mon. thru Fri. This 
window is fairly well stocked with current U.S. issues and philate- 
lic kits. There is a limited supply of the Cook: stamp and experiment- 
al 13¢ penny stamp. The Customer Service Dept. at the main Post i 
office is activily engaged in supporting several Ben Franklin 
Stamp Glubs in the Rochester area. Since its conception in. earily 
March when the Postmaster spoke at our meeting, the coveted 
"Philatelic Sales Center" status seems te be tied up in Postal 
bureaucratic indecision. Rochester is not official listed as a 
Philatelic Sales Center. RPA members can help solve this problem. 
A letter addressed to the Post Master General, Washington,D.C. and 
a cepy to Rochester's Postmaster requesting an official comfirm- 
ation that Rochester has a full service Philatelic Sales Center and 
if this ig not so what is the problem or obstacle in confering 
Philatelic Sale Center status? Actually any letter supportive of 
a. Rochester Philatelic Sales Center would be helpful. The Rochester 
Post Office seems. to be unable te resolve the question of a Rochester 
Philatelic Sales Center. If we and the public would like a Philatelic 
Sales Center than the power of the pen will prehaps solve this 
problem.

ROPEX-78 (April 14-16) proved to be a great success; Several 
societies held meetings during the three days of the show, three 
different postal administrations (U.S.,U.N.P.A.,R.S.P.0.) sold 
their stamps at face value, and 22 dealers from 8 states and 
Canada sold, bought, and traded stamps & philatelic items. There 
were more than 2000 pages on exhibition, part of which TV-10 
televised during the show's last day. The Grand Winner was 

Mr. Fitch's "United States Private Proprietary Stamps" exhibit.
